We were alow about decidlnR what wo 
wanted to do. That was because wc decided 
.for oursQlvea Instead 6t permitting some Hit- 
ler, Mussolini or Stalin to tell us what we 
thoiyiht. 

We-wero slow In gottlnu under way because, 
being democratji, we do not like to fight, had 
not thought much about the. matter, and at 
first set our sights too low. 

But once clrcumatonces', altjed by-Japanese 
treachery, awakened us to the sordid fact^ of 
^ lnter;iatlonat life, we atartcd doing such a Job 
as no other mttttn could, even approach. , 

A mllUo^doiiara in pin moaey today. Wo 
. talk of gove rnment expendltiircfl in terms of 
bUlioni BWn' In peace times. Wc appreciate 
for waric the rate of 40 or to billion dollara 
a year. Perhaps, then, th^ fact that we now 
are paying out about $139,000,000 a day to 
finance this war ian't as Imprmlvc aa U 
should be. 

Lot's not thlnlc of it &3 so much money. Let's 
TladUlze It in t«rms of ships and tai^ks, planes 
and saas, powder and buileta. Jeeps and scout 
cnxs and khakl-colorod trucks -— war para- 
phernalia we weren't tryiifg to manufacture 
three years ago and arc making today. 

We started in 1930 with an Industry de- 
voted excluaivcly to civJUan neoda. Inalgnlfi- 
cantly, her? and there, we made a few t^ 
of powder, a few thousand rifles, a few hun- 
dred fighting planes. For many of the things 
■ required by-a modern soldier we dld^not e'vin 
pOBseas bluefprinta. ~ ' 

In less than three years wo have aojiom- 
pletely reorgarUzed our industrial setup that 
in 1042 WQ will make almost aa great a value 
. of wor goods as we produced. In 1032 and 1D33. 
of commodlttea to service the entire American 
nation I 

While we are finding fault with Washington 
for. its confusion and follures of leadership,, 
with capital and labor for their aelflahness 
and ahortslghtedneaa. let's not forget the 
positive aide of the balance sheet.' 

We have multiplied our plane production 
24 times, so that with Henry Ford's new plant 
operating -we. aftne, will be making ri\ore air- 
craft than all the axis nation's combined. Wo 
are building this year as many cargo ships as 
the total we possessed ''Jan. 1, 1041. Wc arc 
turning out tanlM, at last, as fast as wo can 
use them. . 

But bocau^p wo went to work so late and so 
slowly, it, would bo fatal to become overly en- 
couraged by the supcrcolossal Job of produc- 
tion we have achieved thus far. 

We. can, however,, and we should, realize 
, that Hitler was screwy when he thought the 
American democracy wouldn't be able to bury 
personal, partisan. riclaJ ond class antagon- 
isms enough to produce the goods.

Feuchtwanger, Erich Maria Remarque and 
Bertolt Brecht. whose books were bunied pub- 
licly by the Nazis years ngo. ^all live In' Los 
Angeles, a city, of vast distances. As Germans, 
regardless of thair Ideologies, they are enemy 
aliens. Thoy afe confined to an area within 
five miles of their homes. They cannot be on 
the atreets olter 8 o'oloik. 

On the anniversary of the burning of their 
books, they could not get togethef. They can- 
not vlslt-the library, because it Is more than 
five miles away. TTiey arc treated as poten- 
w tlal enemles of this country, by, reason of the* 
ponderosity and impcrsoilallty of the machin- 
ery of justice. - -, ■

The government must develop 
i^achlnery so that tha priority of 
Jobs win be clear, imiat still re- 
malm to be done ahd It will take 
some time.

to discharge men and to limit the . 
right ot workera tO'leave their Jobe. 

The government listed tlie e.isen— 
tlal plants. Workers absent from 
work without permission or rcnson- 
able excuse or_ habitually late for 
a-ork are reportable by the employer 
to the labor exchange. The British 
scheme 'was put Into effect A'tc; 
agreement as to Its details was ob- 
tained between employers and Isbor 
unions. 

Basically the American plan wilt 
operate throug^i the United States 
employment service. XiniJloyeta- 
would agree to hire-only trfm cer- 
Ltlfled rolls ot the employment ex- 
change. Men not In good standing ' 
on tha U. S. employment exchange 
lliit could not t}Q' hired. Industrial 
exemptions from military service M

.employment service which would 
exercise "work or tlghf control. 

This doesn't sound much like In- 
dividual freedom and the tradltlmf- 
al American way but neither does 
cotucriptlon nor the government 
control which It has been necessary 
to Impose over Industry and con- , 
sumers. Total war pinches hard. 
It is not to be expijcUM.that civilian . 
latxir can e^pe, or will desln to 
escape, giving' up soma of Its free- 
dom for tha duration, when the na- 
tional necessity requires It.
